W. W. Ramsey and A. A. Vilsack. 
form er president and cashier of the

It was testified that 
they bad been approached by Coun­ 
cilman John Klein, one of the ac­ 
cused. who stated the bank would be 
m ade a depository for the city’s funds 
in the event "the G erm an National 
bank would do as other banks have 
done.” 
After several conferences the 
bankers placed $17,500 on a table in a 
room in the bank.

in the capacity of a special commis­ 
sioner to visit that country and make 
a report. 
Much will depend on the 
nature of the com m unications which 
he will make to the state departm ent, 
am ong them the question w hether the 
U nited 
States 
will 
accord 
formal 
recognition to the governm ent as it 
now exists, a decision dependent upon 
its ability to m aintain a stable institu­ 
tion and to fulfill its treaty obliga­ 
tions. 
It has not yet been fully es 
tabllshed th a t the Gomez governm ent 
will retain its power without trouble, 
for there are many adherents of Pres­ 
ident Castro throughout the country. 
Indeed the possibility that disorder 
m ay arise Is indicated in the expres­ 
sion of a desire for an American war 
ship at La Guayra, to which wish this 
governm ent has promptly responded. 
Secretary 
Root’s 
face 
wore 
a 
pleased expression when he m ade tho 
announcem ent that it was President 
Gomez’ wish to settle satisfactorily all 
international questions. 
T he general opinion is that the new 
o rder of things will open th e way for 
the pacific settlenlent in some form 
of the issues not alone betw een this 
country and Venezuela, but between 
th e latter country also and Holland 
and France. 
It Is expected that the 
Dutch w arships now in th a t locality 
will be promptly w ithdraw n and that 
diplomatic relations between Holland 
and Venezuela will be resumed. 


Officers of the American Federation of 


Labor Convicted of Violating an In­ 


junction Issued by a Court in the 


District of Colum bia— Notice of ap­ 


peal From Decision of Court Filed 


and Defendants Released on Bond. 


W ashington. 
Dec. 
24.—Twelve 
m onths in jail for Samuel Compere, 
president, nine m onths for John M itch­ 
ell, one of the vice presidents, and 
six m onths for Frank Morrison, sec­ 
retary. all of the Am erican Federation 
of Labor, was the sentence Imposed 
by Justice* W right of the suprem e 
court of the District of Clolumhia for 
contem pt of court In violating an or 
der previously Issued enjoining them 
from placing on the "unfair" or "we 
don’t patronize list" th e Buck Stove 
and Range company of St. I^u ls, Mo. 
All three of the defendants were in 
court when sentence was pronounced, 
and notice of an appeal to the court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia at 
once 
was filed, Gompers being re­ 
leased on $5,000 bond; Mitchell on $4,- 
000 and Morrison on $3,000. 
In addi­ 
tion to the wife and d aughter of Gom- 
pers, there were present a num ber of 
local labor leaders and oth< rs who 
w’ere attracted by the notice that a 
decision in the famous case w’ould be 
announced* Mr. G om pers’ family were 
visibly affected. 
W ith tears coursing down his own 
cheeks, President Gompers heard the 
order of the court which condemned 
h 5m to prison for a year.

ell and Morrison seem ed stunned by

Did Not Consciously Violate Law. 


Asked if he had anything to say why 
sentence should not be pronounced, 
President Gompers declared that he 
had not consciously violated any law. 
T here was much he w'ould like to say, 
he said, but he could not do it at that 
time. 
He added, however, that "this 
1s a struggle of the working people of 
our country and It Is a struggle of 
the w'orldrg people for the right. 
It 
Is a struggle of the ages—a struggle 
of the man of labor to throw off some 
of 
the 
burdens 
which 
have 
been 
heaped upon bim ; to abolish some of 
the wrongs and to secure some of the 
rights too long denied." 
Mitchell 
and 
Morrison 
confined 
them selves to an endorsem ent of what 
Gompers had said. 
T he 
decision 
of 
Justice 
W right 
which consumed two hours and tw en­ 
ty m inutes in reading, was one of the 
most scathing arraignm ents that ever 
cam e from the bench in this city. 
“ Eve rvwhere,*’ the court said, “all 
over, w'ithln the court and out, utter, 
ram pant, insolent defiance is heralded 
and 
proclaim ed; 
unrefined 
insult, 
coarse affront, vulgar indignity m eas­ 
ures the litigants’ conception of the 
trib u n als’ due, wherein his case still 
pends.” 
T he 
law ’s 
command 
has 
been, he said, to “stand. 
H ands off, 
until lust ice for this m atter can be 
ascertained,’’ but, he said, there had 
been a studied, determ ined, defiant 
conflict "precipitated in the light of

Roosevelt Urged to Take Action. 
W h ether President Roosevelt will 
take any action, as he has been urged 
to do, in telegram s received from dif­ 
ferent labor organizations throughout 
the country in connection with Judge 
W rig h t’s decision, has not been de­ 
cid e d . it was said at the W hite House. 
It was explained there that the presi­ 
dent has not read the decision and 
therefore cannot say if he will take 
any action. 
T here was an intimation, 
however, that some action might be 
taken if he should be convinced tha* 
the sentence is unjust, if It should be 
affirmed upon appeal. 
The various labor organizations in 
protesting to the president against the 
sentence urge him to prevent the in­ 
carceration of the labor leaders.

was a test case, wherein it was sought 
to enjoin the labor unions from using 
the “unfair’’ and “w# don’t patronize" 
lists in their fight against Arras and In­ 
dividuals.

Rankers Placed en Trial. 
W. W. Ramsey and A. A. Vllsack, 
former president and cashier of the 
German National hank, were first 
placed on trial. 
It was testified that 
they had been approached by Coun­ 
cilman John Klein, one of the ac* 
oused, who stated the hank would he 
made a depository for the city’s funds 
In the event “the German National 
bank would do as other hanks have 
done.” After several conferences the 
bankers placed $17,500 on a table in a 
room in the hank. Councilman Klein 
and a companion entered the room 
and a short time later left the\ bank. 
The hankers then visited the room and 
the money was gone. 
At the request of the directors of 
the bank both men resigned last Sat­ 
urday. 
They were held under $14,000 hail 
each. 
The seven councilmen, Piesident 
Brand and Members Klein, Soffel, 
Wasson, Malaney and Fergusop of 
common council, and Atkins of select 
council were then called for trial. 
The principal witness was Robert 
Wilson, a private detective and super­ 
intendent of the Municipal League of 
Scranton, Pa., who Is employed by 
the voters’ League of Pittsburg, which 
brings the prosecution against the 
defendants. 
Wilson declared that aided by an 
assistant, he engaged a room in a 
local hotel and cut holes in the door 
and walls of an adjoining room. Then 
a series of meetings were arranged 
with councilmen. His assistant, Her­ 
bert Jones, posed as a business man 
desiring certain ordinances passed and 
during his conference with the coun­ 
cilmen, Wilson and a stenographer 
were stationed in the next room mak­ 
ing a full record of the transactions. 
It was also testified that Klein and 
Brand each coempted $500 from Jon et 
In payment for securing the passage 
of an ordinance. 
At a meeting held In another Inca’ 
hotel Klein, it was testified, told WR 
son how hard it was to divide monej 
among the councilmen. To illustrate 
his remarks Klein told of hovv S45.00C 
bad to be spPt between sixty council 
men. This money was received in 
connection with the construction of 
filter beds at the new filtration plant 
of Pittsburg. 
Councilman Klein, Mr. Wilson tes­ 
tified, said that the councilmen had 
different 
prices. Some 
councilmen. 
Klein told him, wanted $100, some $75. 
some $25 and some $5. The $5 coun­ 
cilmen were known as “hoodlums." 
It was also possible to secure some 
councilmanic votes on some measures 
In return for a suit of clothes or for 
street car tickets.

friendly relations with Venezuela, and 
William I. Buchanan has left the 
country on the cruiser. North Carolina 
in the capacity of a special commis­ 
sioner to visit that country and make 
a report. 
Much will depend on the 
nature of the communications which 
he will make to the state department, 
among them the question whether the 
United 
States 
will 
accord 
formal 
recognition to the government as it 
now exists, a decision dependent upon 
its ability to maintain a stable institu­ 
tion and to fulfill its treaty obliga­ 
tions. It has not yet been fully es­ 
tablished that the Gomez government 
will retain its power without trouble, 
for there are many adherents of Pres­ 
ident Castro throughout the country. 
Indeed the possibility that disorder 
may arise is indicated in the expres­ 
sion of a desire for an American war 
ship at I.a Guayra, to which wish this 
government has promptly responded. 
Secretary 
Root’s 
face 
wore 
a 
pleased expression when he made the 
announcement that it was President 
Gomez’ wish to settle satisfactorily all 
international questions. 
The general opinion is that the new 
order of things will open the way for 
the pacific settlement in some form 
of the issues not alone between this 
country and Venezuela, but between 
the latter country also and Holland 
and France. It is expected that the 
Dutch warships now in that locality 
will be promptly withdrawn and that 
diplomatic relations between Holland 
and Venezuela will be resumed. 


LABOR LEADERS 
ARE SENTENCED 


6ompers, Mitchell and Morri­ 


son May 6o to Jail. 


FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT 


Officers of the American Federation of 


Labor Convicted of Violating an In­ 


junction laauod by a Court in the 


Diatrict of Columbia— Notice of ap­ 


peal From Decision of Court Filed 


and Defendants Released on Bond. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
24.—Twelve 
months in jail for Samuel Compers, 
president, nine months for John Mitch­ 
ell, one of the vice presidents, and 
Dix months for Frank Morrison, sec­ 
retary. all of the American Federation 
of Labor, was the sentence imposed 
by Justice* Wright of the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia for 
contempt of court in violating an or­ 
der previously Issued enjoining them 
from placing on the “unfair” or “we 
don’t patronize list” the Buck Stove 
and Range company of St. tauts, Mo. 
All three of the defendants were in 
court when sentence was pronounced, 
and notice of an appeal to the court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia at 
once was flied, Gompers being re­ 
leased on $5,000 bond: Mitchell on $4,- 
000 and Morrison on $3,000. In addi­ 
tion to the wife and daughter of Gom­ 
pers, there were present a number of 
local labor leaders and others who 
were attracted by the notice that a 
decision in the famous case would be 
announced. Mr. Gompers’ family were 
visibly affected. 
With tears coursing down his own 
cheeks, President Gompers heard the 
order of the court which condemned 
him to prison for a year. Both Mitch­ 
ell and Morrison seemed stunned by 
the sentence, although Mitchell a]

Did Not Consciously Violate Law. 
Asked lf he had anything to say why 
sentence should not he pronounced, 
President Gompers declared that he 
had not consciously violated any law. 
There was much he would like to say, 
he said, but he could not do it at that 
time. He added, however, that “this 
1s a struggle of the working people of 
our country and it is a struggle of 
the working people for the right. It 
Is a struggle of the ages—a struggle 
of the man of labor to throw off some 
of the burdens which have been 
heaped upon him; to abolish some of 
the wrongs and to secure some of the 
rights too long denied.” 
Mitchell 
and 
Morrison 
confined 
themselves to an endorsement of what 
Gompers had said. 
The decision of Justice Wright, 
which consumed two hours and twen­ 
ty minutes in reading, was one of the 
most scathing arraignments that ever 
came from the bench in this city. 
“Everywhere,” the court said, “all 
over, within the court and out, utter, 
rampant, insolent defiance Is heralded 
and 
proclaimed; 
unrefined 
insult, 
coarse affront, vulgar indignity meas­ 
ures the litigants’ conception of the 
tribunals’ due, wherein his case still 
pends.’’ The 
law’s 
command 
has 
been, he said, to “stand. Hands off, 
until justice for this matter can be 
ascertained,” but, he said, there had 
been a studied, determined, defiant 
conflict “precipitated in the light of 
open day, between the decrees of a 
tribunal ordained by the government 
of the federal Union, and of the tri­ 
bunals of another federation grown 
up in the land.” One or the other, he 
declared, must succumb, “for those 
who would unlaw the land are public 
enemies ” 


Roosevelt Urged to Take Action. 
Whether President Roosevelt will 
take any action, as he has been urged 
to do, in telegrams received from dif­ 
ferent labor organizations throughout 
the country in connection with Judge 
Wright’s decision, has not been de­ 
cided, it was said at the White House. 
It was explained there that the presi­ 
dent has not read the decision and 
therefore cannot say if he will take 
any action. There was an intimation, 
however, that some action might be 
taken if he should be convinced that 
the sentence is unjust, if it should be 
affirmed upon appeal. 
The various labor organizations in 
protesting to the president against the 
sentence urge him to prevent the in­ 
carceration of the labor leaders. 
The Buck’s company’s prosecution 
of the officials of the federation began 
in August, 1907. The original action 
was a test case, wherein it was sought 
to enjoin the labor unions from using 
the “unfair” and “w# don’t patronize” 
lists in their fight against firms and in­ 
dividuals. 
Justice Gould of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia issued an 
Injunction, which later was made per- 
manent4 forbidding tfce publication of

to Monopolise the Oil Business/in j 


Missouri. 


Jefferson City. Mo., Dec. 24.—Declar 
In* that the Standard OII Company of 
Indiana, the Republic OII Coippany cf 
Ohio, and the Waters-Pierce Oil Com­ 
pany of Missouri, had conspired and 
combined to monopolize the oil bust- 
tens In this state, the supreme court 
pf Missouri Issued a decree ousting 
all three from the commonwealth and 
fining them $50,000 each. 
The decree against the Waters- 
Plerce company is tempered by the 
proviso that it may continue in busi­ 
ness if by Jan. 16, 1909, It can show 
to the court that it has taken steps 
to operate as an independent concern 
and has satisfied the judgment against 
It. The other companies are given un. 
til March I, 1909, to wind up their af­ 
fairs in the state. 
The decision, which was unanimous 
on the part of the seven judges, Is so 
sweeping that Attorney General Had­ 
ley and Governor Folk hail it as the 
end of the illegal commercial combi­ 
nations in Missouri and the former as­ 
serts that, in conjunction with the 
decision of the supreme court of the 
United States in the tobacco trust 
cases, it will affect similar suits in 
other states. 
Attorney General Hadley, who has 
prosecuted the Missouri case since 
Its inception in March, 1905, will be­ 
come governor in less than a month, 
and then will be chili ged with the en­ 
forcement of the decree just issued. 
The attorney general followed up the 
promulgation by the court with a 
statem ent in which he asserted that 
attempts had been made to compro­ 
mise the suit. 
“At least three efforts have been 
made by attorneys for the oil compa­ 
nies to get me to compromise the 
cases.” he said. “I invariably refused 
their offers. 
It was intimated to me 
that the oil companies were willing to 
accept a good large fine and concede 


i a victory to the state.”
